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Deeds, Not Words, 
Are Now the Test 


Soviet’ Premier Khrushchev — joined 
President Eisenhower at Camp David 
last night for fateful meetings which well 
might determine the future of this world. 

The first decision which must be 
made is whether Khrushchev is sincere 
in his desire for peace and disarmament. 
If he is, he will be willing to meet the 
West half way in easing the tensions de- 
liberately created by Moscow in its drive 
for world Communist domination. 

Despite his propaganda-strewn trip 
across the United States and his appar- 
ent hysterical urge to be liked by the 
American people, Khrushchev as yet has 
given no concrete evidence of withdraw- 
ing from any of his demands for “peace- 
ful coexistence” with the West. If these 
were met, “peaceful coexistence” soon 
would become “peaceful conquest” by 
negotiated agreements on Soviet terms. 

Khrushchev knows, as does Presl- 
dent Eisenhower, that a nuclear war 
would mean mutual annihilation of the 
two nations and perhaps of most of the 
rest of the world. He knows that war 
must be avoided if the Communist blue- 
print is to have a chance. In this situation, 
there must be continuous negotiations 
even if the stalemate stays. 

Thus far the Soviet’s use of the word 
“neace” is a continuation of the strug- 
gle between communism and the free 
world through means other than war. 
In practice this consists of demands for 
acquiescence to Communist aggression 
through cold war and limited military 
action, economic and political warfare to 
isolate us and destroy our economy, in- 
filtration and softening-up efforts for a 
final takeover. 

Knowing these things, there is no rea- 
gon to fear competition with a system 
which must depend upon force for its 
very existence. Our only reason for fear 
is that we will permit a slowing down 
of the determination and drive which 
have provided more things for more peo- 
ple than any political or economic sys- 
tem ever devised by man. 

Khrushchev has seen America and 
has come to know more about our peo- 
ple. In the Camp David talks he will be 
talking to a man who knows and repre- 
sents their ideals and determination. 
They want peace but will never budge 
from upholding the principles and re- 
sponsibilities of freedom. If the Soviet 
premier can be made to understand this, 
“neaceful coexistence” may become a 
reality.

Fairness Is the Guide 


In Applying Tax Laws 


Waiving of penalties on delinquent 
taxpayers when such delinquency in- 
volves no willful neglect on the part of 
taxpayers themselves is a matter on 
which tax collectors customarily have 
used their own judgment. Strict require- 
ment of payment of penalties regardless 
of cause of delay can cause resentment 
and.a feeling of injustice. 

It is difficult to determine what “ex- 
tenuating circumstances” make waiver 
of penalties just. Certainly such circum- 
stances can and do arise and someone 
should have authority to determine their 
validity. 

As far as Georgia law is concerned, 
no excuses for late payment are accepta- 
ble but revenue commissioners in the past 
have used their own discretion. Revenue 
Commissioner Dixon Oxford has followed 
the letter“of the law. But on Wednesday, 
Gov. Vandiver gave him authority—sub- 
ject to General ‘donned approval—to 
waive penalties when circumstances in- 


dicated no willful neglect or violation of

cific enough to prevent abuses. Mr. Ox- 
ford has demonstrated ability and will- 
ingness to administer the tax laws strictly 
and fairly. But scandals in the revenue 
department in the recent past demon- 
strate how laxities can develop in other 
hands. 


Commissioner Oxford has worked dil- 
igently to end abuses and is setting new 
records in collections with a staff much 
smaller and more competent than that 
of his predecessor. But the General As- 
sembly must be concerned with the fu- 
ture in adopting regulations which can- 
not be misinterpreted by his successors.

Arms Sales to Civilians 
Require Stricter Controls 


The time may have come to have 
stricter control on sales of arms. The 
American Rifle Assn. always hotly op- 
poses such suggestions and with consid- 
erable validity. 

This is, as they say, a country with 
a frontier spirit. It is one in which the 
rifle and to a lesser extent, the pistol, 
are a part of our national tradition. The 
movies and television have further ele- 
vated both as symbols of Americanism. 

But times change. We are no longer 
a frontier people. The use of arms is 
something which must be controlled. The 
.22 rifle in the hands of a trained boy 
or,girl, man or woman, is relatively 
harmless. But an infinitesimal fraction 
of our people have such training. 

Some 23,000 deaths and 100,000 inju- 
ries caused by such weapons are recorded 
in a single year. The figures would be 
called heavy casualties in a major war- 
time battle. 

It is time we put away the tradition 
and enacted national legislation which 
will make weapons difficult to get and 
which will require strict registration of 
purchasers,

Air Travelers Welcome 


This Additional Service 


Beginning tomorrow Southeastern air 
travelers will welcome inauguration of 
Northwest Orient Airlines’ service from 
the Atlanta Airport. It will offer five 
departures daily from this city, linking 
with the airline’s 20,000-mile domestic 
and international routes. 

Service will include direct flights to 
major Florida cities, to Chicago, Seattle 
and the Pacific Northwest as well as 
connecting flights to Eastern cities. 

This is another indication of the grow- 
ing importance of Atlanta as a center for 
aerial transportation. Only a few days 
ago our own Delta Air Lines began the 
first jet service out of Atlanta, making it 
possible to reduce travel time to a great 
degree. 

Eventually all airlines opérating out 
of Atlanta will be equipped with jets, 
making it possible for passengers to reach 
any part of the country with incredible 
swiftness. In this network, however, 
transcontinental service via the Southern 
route still is held up by the CAB. Facts 
indicate this agency should give speedy 
approval. 

With the jets and continued growth of 
air traffic in and out of Atlanta, need for 
another airport will become increas- 
ingly apparent.

gia Railroad, are most welcome as is the 
upward spiral in business at existing fa- 
cilities.

Atlanta—About 129 years ago, 
Alfred Lord Tennyson gave the 
world his vision of the parlia- 
ment of man: 


“There the common sense of 
most shall hold a fretful realm 
in awe, and the kindly earth shall 
slumber, lapped in universal law.” 


In 1898, Kipling wrote: 

“When he shows as seeking 
quarter, with paws like hands in 
prayer, that is the time of peril, 
the time of the truce of the Bear.”’ 


In 1931, Dimitry Z. Manuilsky 
said in a speech before the Lenin 
School of Political Warfare: 

“War to the hilt between com- 
munism and capitalism is inevi- 
table. Today, of course, we are 
not strong enough to attack, Our 
time will come in 20 or 30 years. 
To win, we shall need the ele- 
ment of surprise. The bourgeoisie 
will have to be put to sleep. So 
we shall begin by launching the 
most spectacular peace movement 
on record. There will be electrify- 
ing overtures and unheard of 
concessions. The capitalist coun- 
tries, stupid and decadent, will 
rejoice to cooperate in their own 
destruction. They will leap at an- 
other chance to be friends. As 
soon as their guard is down, we 
shall smash them with our 
clenched fist.” 

Manuilsky was the presiding of: 
ficer of the U.N. Security Council 
in 1949. 

I believe that the great hope 
of most of mankind is that through 
applied common sense we may 
have the universal law that will 
bring us peace. Marxist commu- 
nism’s denial of God is denial 
of authority not only for any ‘‘in- 
alienable rights’ but also for uni- 
versal law itself,

The road over which I shall 
have to travel will be strange and 
new. But within the last ten min- 
utes I have heard a voice saying, 
‘Lo, I am with you alway even 
unto the end of the world’. And now 
my fears are gone; I will not be 
afraid.’’ Something wonderful went 
on there for that man! 

What's going on here? For some, 
comfort comes. Courage to do the 
right thing is brought to another. 
A vision of the higher and better 
way of life is brought to some. 
The finding of the Saviour and 
the forgiveness of sin is going on 
there for some. 

But for some nothing is going 
on. They merely go through the 
service, putting nothing into it and 
getting nothing out of it. The an- 
swer to that question is different 
for each person present. But 
many needs can be and are met 
when people gather together in 
the name of the Lord. Big and 
important things for some people 
‘are going on there.’’ 


A Query to Nikita: 
Why Jam ‘Voice’? 


WASHINGTON—Mr. 


Khrushchev—It is wel- 
come to most Americans to hear you say that 
you would like to see increased exchanges he- 


tween our two countries. As you put it—it is better to exchange 
visits than to exchange notes and it is better to exchange ideas 


than to exchange bombs. 

That’s fine, but during the 
present year some 10,000 Ameri- 
cans will have visited the Soviet 
Union while fewer than 400 Rus- 
sians will have visited the United 
States. 

No doubt, Mr. Khrushchev, 
you can understand better than 
we do why so relatively few Rus- 
sians participate in this healthy 
tourist exchange, but in part be- 
cause the size of the exchange 
on the Soviet side is so small, it 
becomes the more important to 
exchange ideas in addition to ex- 
changing visitors. 

No passports, no visas, no dol- 
lars, no rubles, no tickets are 
needed: in fact, nothing is need- 
ed to exchange ideas but the will- 
ingness to do so. 

Mr. Khrushchev, the truth is 
that nothing is needed but Rus- 
sia's willingness to permit it to be 
done

MEASURED ABILITIES AND NEEDS 

For the Rev. Fitzhugh Legerton, pastor of Oglethorpe Presby- 
terian Church, it was a matter of measuring his abilities against 
the needs that he saw. ‘“‘A conviction comes out of your own life,”’ 
he says, “‘and it is confirmed by succeeding events.”’ 


He was 20 years old and serving in the Navy when he decided 
to become a minister. “I never really felt I could do anything 
else,”’ he says. 


“Many fine people never feel called to become a minister,”’ 
points out Canon Sam Cobb, who believes “‘a basic religiosity and a 
talent for pastoral work’’ are inherent factors in a call to the min- 

istry. For the rector of St. Martin’s-in-the-Fields Episcopal 
Church, the decision to become a minister was ‘‘a growing-into 
process.”’ But he received a ‘‘great prod’’ when he was serving in 
the Army as assistant to ‘‘a pretty terrible chaplain” whose ill 
effects he felt compelled to try to erase. 

CITES AN ‘INNER AWARENESS’ 

Citing Martin. Luther’s statement that ‘‘God calls people to the 
common tasks of life,” the Rev. Robert E. Lee, pastor of the 
Lutheran Church of the Redeemer, says that to 
him a call to the ministry is the “inner aware- 
ness that this is what God wants you to do with 
your life and that by His grace you will be given 
the strength and the wisdom to preach and teach 

His word.” 
* The pastor of St. Mark Methodist Church, Dr. 

Dow Kirkpatrick, who has had a license to preach 
since he was 15, believes that his call grew out of 
a conversion experience he had during revival 
services at a little church in southern Illinois. 

The full commitment he made following his con- 
version has been validated in the “‘genuine satis- 
Dr. Dow Kirkpatick faction and sense of personal fulfillment’”’ he has 
found in the ministry. 


Every minister queried agreed with Dr. Kirkpatrick that ‘“‘the 
longer I am a minister, the more certain I am that the call was a 
true one.”’ 


NATIONAL DAY OF PRAYER 
“Whereas, this continent was chosen by men and women of 
profound religious conviction .. .”

today are not only performing marriages; 


they are 


taking pains to see that they stick. 


An outstanding example of the 
church’s role in premarital coun- 
seling is the program set up by 
the Rev. Leon Smith at Park 
Street Methodist Church. 


Author of a widely used hand- 
book, ““‘The Pastor’s Manual on 
Premarital Counseling,” and 
chairman of the Methodist South- 
eastern Jurisdictional committee 
on family life, the Rev. Mr. Smith 
is one of a number of Protestant 


'ministers who have pioneered in 
ithe new and vital field of counsel- 


ing. 

In a series of premarital inter- 
views at Park Street church, the 
Rev. Mr. Smith instructs young 
couples in the two aspects of love 
—argape (self-giving, sacrificial 
love) and eros (the embrace). 


Using the words of the mar- 
riage service as a guide, he 
gives particular emphasis to the 
words, ‘forsaking all others.” 


COUPLES IMMATURE 


“The main problem of most 
young couples is that they’re not 
mature enough to stand on their 
own two feet,” says the Rev. 
Mr. Smith. “It’s not that parents 
interfere; it’s that the young peo- 
ple run home, psychologically.”
